circuit courts are something more 
than a year behind with the court's 
business. 
It is doubtful, however, 


whether this situation may be prop- 
erly attributable to the courts or to 
he procedure of the courts. Mil- 
waukee is a large city and gives rise 
to a large volume of trial work. 
The six circuit judges of that coun- 
;y hold court continuously except for 
a short time during, the summer va- 
cation. They are devoting their en- 
tire time to the dispatch of busin- 
ess and contribute so far as they I 
are' able to the dispatching of pend- 
ing cases. 
It is altogether likely 


that the congestion there means 
that there is more work than the 
number of judges which the law 
provided can dispatch. A situation 
of this kind is not attributable to 
the faults of the, court nor can it 
be cited as justification' for criticism 
of judicial procedure.- 
It simply 


means that the legislature has not 
provided sufficient judges to prompt- 
ly dispatch the business. As stated, 
all other courts of record of the 
state are fully up with their work. 
The supreme court adjourned a week 
ago with but three cases undecided." 


Justice. Owen then reviewed the 


methods by which actions are start- 
ed in the "courts and the numerous 
circuit and supreme court terms. • 


"I think we all agree," continued 


Justice Owen, "that there are too 
many needless continuances of law 
suits over the term, which has a 
tendency to unduly protract litiga- 
tion and delay the settlement of con- 
troversies. 
My experience at the 


bar leads me to remark that attor- 
neys are oftimes disposed to accept 
rather specious reasons as an excuse 
for letting a case go over the term. 
Such practice is responsible in no 
small degree for the impression pre- 
vailing in the minds of laymen that 
justice is anything but speedy and 
not knowing where else to lay the 
biame, they blame the courts. 


Justice Owen next took up the 


second criticism that courts arc too 
willing to decide cases on precedents 
and technicalities. 
"Averting to the criticism that 


courts are disposed to magnify tech- 
nicalities," declared 
Justice Owen, 


It is unnecessary f"r me to say that 
at the present time justice in the 
state of Wisconsin is not sacrificed 
by reason of technical 
considera- 


tions. I do not recall a single case 
that has been reversed since I be- 
came a member of the 
supreme 


court for purely technical reasons. 
One who expects a reversal of his 
case from the hands of that court 
must assign as • error 
something 


which "oes to the merits or to' the 
justice of the case. No longer are 
cases reversed for a mere slip ot 
the tongue in charging the jury or 
for any error unless it probably at- 
fected 'the result.
